A top management Exxon Co., U.S.A. 
official warned “ the die is cast” so far as 
Exxon carrying out its plans to have an 
offshore facility and utilise tankers in its 
coming development of huge reserves in 
the western Santa Barbara Channel. 
But, nevertheless, the Board of Super­ 
visors went on record late Thursday — 
following an unprecendented public ses­ 
sion with oilmen and with Federal and 
State officials — as endorsing the con­ 
cept that California offshore oil be tran­ 
sported by onshore crude oil pipelines 
rather than by tankers. 
The board’s resolution to be finalised 
shortly will also set in motion a working 
organization of Federal, State and local 
government and oil industry represen­ 
tatives to evaluate the different pipeline 
routing options. 
Darrell G. Warner, western division 
operations manager, Exxon Co., U.S.A., 
said that while Exxon is pleased to 
cooperate with the aims of the resolution 


Various state agencies, including the 
State Lands Division, which is staff for 
the State Lands Commission controlling 
California tidelands development, said 
they approved transportation of crude by 
pipelines from the Santa Barbara Chan­ 
nel. 
While only a relatively few oilmen pre­ 
sent spoke at the day-long session held 
before an overflow audience in the 
County Administration Building, it was 
clear the major companies operating in 
the Channel are agreeable to cooperating 
with the working group to be set up. 
The resolution before the board Thurs­ 
day calls on President Carter to consider 
as one of his “first priorities” the solving 
of production and distribution problems 
associated with California offshore oil, 
and Alaskan and Elk Hills naval reserve 
crude.

Gravel warned against any plan to rely 
on getting liquefied natural gas from In­ 
donesia, Russia and Algeria, pointing out 
it was setting up a foreign dependency 
situation.” He said Alaska could send 
large allotments instead. 
Later, Gravel toured the Guadalupe 
Dunes area and joined with Santa 
Marians in a barbecue.

County was “ choosing to solve its 
problem by advocating an oilport in the 
most remote part of its county, on a site 
the front door of our county.”

Lebanon's cabinet 
begins rebuilding 


BEIRUT, Lebanon (UPI) — Lebanon’s 
new “reconstruction cabinet” has begun 
the enormous task of re-establishing 
security and rebuilding the country s 
war-shattered economy. 
Prime Minister Selim Hoss, appointed 
only Wednesday by President Elias 
Sarkis, announced his ministerial selec­ 
tions Thursday night and the new govern­ 
ment began holding working sessions im­ 
mediately. 
Most of the cabinet members, in a 
break with tradition, were economists, 
administrators and “technocrats,” a 
cabinet composition Sarkis hoped would 
spare his regime the factional squabbles 
that paralyzed previous governments. 
But the ironclad tradition of religious 
balance was observed, with four seats 
going to Moslems and four to Christians. 
U nder the unw ritten “ national 
covenant.” the president is always a 
Maronite Christian, the prime minister 
is always a Sunni Moslem, and every 


major sect is guaranteed at least one 
seat in the cabinet. 
All the cabinet members remained 
carefully neutral during the 19-month 
civil war. 
The cabinet’s first joint statement said 
it discussed the “urgent social and 
economic questions of the country’s 
reconstruction,” including the creation 
of a Reconstruction and Development 
Council to supervise aid to the nation’s 
businesses. 
It also was expected to consider con­ 
vening parliament soon to declare mar­ 
tial law and give Sarkis sweeping powers 
of rule by decree and press censorship so 
he can rebuild the fragmented army and 
police forces in an atmosphere of 
security. 
Leftist chieftain Kamal Jum blatt, 
however, opposed any such move, saying 
“I don’t think the government should 
find it necessary to declare martial 
law.” 
EPA orders Chrysler to 
recall 208,000 '75 cars 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - In a move it 
called "precedent setting,” the En­ 
vironmental Protection Agency today or­ 
dered the Chrysler Corp. to recall almost 
one-fourth of its 1975 cars because im­ 
proper design and adjustment are caus­ 
ing excess air pollution. 


The EPA said a total of 206,000 cars 
are involved in the recall It said EPA 
investigators found the design of the car­ 
buretor idle system for those cars is 
faulty 
causing Chrysler dealers and 
other mechanics to “ routinely” make 
improper carburetor adjustments. 


Chrysler built 975,446 cars in the 1975 
model year. 
Denying it is responsible for the pollu­ 
tion problem, Chrysler said it will 
challenge the EPA action. It may do so 
by demanding a public hearing. 
The recan applies to seven different 
models equipped with 266-cubic-lnch and 


4 0 0-cubic-inch engines. The agency iden­ 
tified them as the Chrysler Cordoba and 
Newport, the Plymouth Fury and Gran 
Fury, and the Dodge Monaco, Charger 
SE and Coronet.

A spokesman for EPA chief Russell 
Train said the cars being recalled 
produce excessive levels of carbon 
monoxide air pollution. 
“This precedent-setting recall is the 
first based on improper design and 
adjustment procedures, which are the 
responsibility of the manufacturer, 
rather than on manufacturing defects,” 
the spokesman said. 
Train gave Chrysler 45 days to develop 
and submit to the EPA a plan for cor­ 
recting the problem. The agency made 
no suggestion how that might be done. 
In a statem ent issued in Detroit, 
Chrysler said it is not responsible for the 
problem and does not intend to correct 
it. The company blamed individual 
mechanics for the improper carburetor 
adjustments. 
“By this order, EPA is trying to 
require Chrysler to be responsible for 
the actions of private individuals,” the 
company said. 
“We cannot accept that responsibility 
nor the precedent it sets The law states 
that the manufacturer is responsible for 
remedying non-conforming vehicles that 
have been ‘properly used and main­ 
tained’.” 
Chrysler also said the EPA approved 
the emission control and carburetor 
adjustment procedures in question. 
“EPA agrees that our cars meet the 
federal standards when maintained to 
specifications.” the company said. 
“ However, when an individual improper­ 
ly adjusts an emissions control system, 
we are not responsible for those ac­ 
tions.” 


Village Association 
opposes plans for 
patrol service area 


To establish a sheriff’s patrol service 
area in the county will make an overhaul 
of the entire tax system necessary, John 
Flaherty of the Vandenberg Village As­ 
sociation will tell the board of super­ 
visors Monday. 


It may also cause the county's unincor­ 
porated areas and its cities to become 
adversaries, according to the prepared 
text the spokesman will read. 


City residents have complained for 
years they are taxed for police and 
sheriff patrol, but only receive service 
from one agency, the police department. 


Recently the Local Agency Formation 
Commission considered this problem 
and forwarded it to the board of super­ 
visors. 


“The report of the county staff and 
testimony of other witnesses cléarly in­ 
dicate the existence of many inequities 
other than those involved in Sheriff’s 
patrol services. Indeed, there is every in­ 
dication that the sum of these inequities 
favor the cities by an amount ap­ 
proaching $2 million annually. If the 
board’s intention is to preserve as much 
equity as possible in the tax situation, 
then it can only conclude that establish­ 
ment of a Sheriff’s patrol services area 
is unwarranted,” the text reads. 


“Many of the thousands of sales tax 
(toilers we pay on our purchases are 
returned to the cities, not to the areas in 
which we live. Realizing this, our friends 
in the cities may prefer to retain us as 
allies rather than forcing us to become 
adversaries.” Flaherty will report. 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Nearly 300 
Democratic congressmen and senators 
began calling on Jimmy Carter today as 
the President-elect sought their views on 
the legislative programs he will push 
next year. 
Five separate waves of lawmakers — 
beginning with House leaders, followed 
by three groups of House members and 
then Democratic senators— started fil­ 
ing into the Blair House, where Carter 
was staying during his two-day visit to 
Washington. 
Several congressmen later said Carter 
left them with the impression he would 
be more accessible to Congress than his 
predecessors. 
“He’s going to be more available than 
Andrew Jackson,” said Rep. Marilyn 
Lloyd, D-Teiun. 
Rep. John Conyers, D-Mich., said he 
got the feeling Carter would “keep an 
open door to Congress.” 
Carter scheduled defense briefings at 
the Pentagon later in the day. 


One of the first congressional leaders 
to see the president-elect was Speaker 
Thomas P. O’Neill, who cautioned a slow 
approach on any tax cut 
O’Neill told reporters he favors post­ 
poning any tax cut decision until figures 
are in “ on after-Christmas spending.” 
The speaker expressed doubt that a tax 
cut would boost the economy. Most 
Americans, he said, likely would put the 
money away in savings 
Carter saw a steady stream of gover­ 
nors, businessmen, transition teams and 
prospective appointees on a Thursday 
that found him busy till past 10 at night. 
Carter and his wife, Rosalynn, who 
arrived in Washington late Thursday for 
her own transition staff meeting, were to 
leave for Plains in late afternoon. 


Carter s busy Thursday began before 8 
a.m ., when D em ocratic N ational 
Chairman Robert Strauss stopped by, 
and ended with a 45-minute private chat 
with Vice President-elect Walter Mon- 
dale, who had sat in on the daylong 
meetings. 
Carter had lunch with Clark Clifford, 
who served briefly as Lyndon Johnson’s 
defense secretory, but bypassed dinner 
for a meeting with retiring CIA Director 
George Bush. 
In all, Carter talked with more than 
130 persons on subjects including the 
p ro g re ss of tr a n s itio n te a m s, 
governmental reorganization, possible 
tax cuts, and aid for the Northeast. 
He met with seven northeastern gover­ 
nors and one governor-elect, who 
emerged from the meeting praising 
Carter’s cordial manner and expressing 
confidence Carter would help solve the 
region's energy problems soon. 
Carter also interviewed two prospec­ 
tive appointees — Rep. Barbara Jordan, 
D-Tex., mentioned as a possible attorney 
general or U N. ambassador, and former 
Johnson administration Budget Director 
George Schultze. who could become 
Treasury secretory or chairman of the 
Council of Economic Advisers 
Both refused to talk with reporters 
after the sessions. Miss Jordan left about 
15 minutes early — the only person to 
leave before the allotted meeting time 
expired — while Schultze stayed on 15 
minutes late 
Possible tax cuts were discussed at 
meetings with the economics transition 
team and with 15 of the nation’s most 
powerful corporate executives. The 
business leaders said Carter reacted in a 
“ very thoughtful” manner and told them 
their dollar amount was close to that 
recommended by his own advisers.

Henry A. Kissinger arrived in London to­ 
day on what well may be his diplomatic 
swansong mission to discuss with the 
British government a possible joint last 
ditch attem pt to save his faltering 
Rhodesian peace package. 
Kissinger flew from Brussels after at­ 
tending, also probably for the last time, 
a NATO Council session. In a news con­ 
ference there he said the Western 
alliance is stronger and conditions for a 
Middle East peace settlement are better 
than they have been for decades. 
He was conferring in London later to­ 
day w ith P rim e M inister Jam es 
Callaghan, Foreign Secretory Anthony 
ifttn’s 
С ros land, Britain’s Rhodesian con-

PG and E supplies electricity to all 
four cities 
Lompoc City Adm inistator Gene 
Wahlers today said “our attorneys” are 
analyzing the order from PG and E and 
will have a reply ready by Monday morn­ 
ing. Wahlers said he had not yet received 
an official communication from PG and 
E, but expected it to arrive Monday. 
Meanwhile, he said he had been in­ 
formed of the contents of the letter. 
“Our attorneys are not necessarily in 
agreement with that,” Wahlers said, 
expect some advice from our attorneys 
the first of the week.” He said the 
special counsel for the Northern Califor­ 
nia Power Agency has been advising the 
City of Lompoc. “Our attorneys felt we 
had a legitimate reason to withhold the 
October payment and they advised us to 
<to so.” Wahler said. He said that efforts 
continue to resolve the fuel cost adjust­ 
ment dispute with PG and E. 
On Dec. 6, Wahlers confirmed the 
report that Lompoc and the cities of 
Alameda, Healdsburg and Lodi had not 
paid their October bills to PG and E. 
Wahlers said the cities acted on recom­ 
mendations of the attorney for the 
Northern California Power Agency. At 
the time of the Dec. 6 story, officials of 
the four cities were quoted as being fear­ 
ful of a takeover by PG and E, wholesale 
supplier of electricity. The four cities 
said they were paying bu’k rates nearly 
twice as high as the utility charges its 
household customers in other com­ 
munities. 
Lompoc has w ithheld $139,442; 
Alameda. $664,810; Lodi, $420.434; and 
Healdsburg, $97,248. 
In a news release out of San Francisco 
and dated Dec. 9, PG and E said. 
“Refusal to pay October bills by four 
cities operating municipal electric 
systems is wholly unjustified as it arises 
solely from the cities’ disagreement with 
orders of the Federal Power Commis­ 
sion concerning tariff provisions. 
“Instead of complying with the FPC 
orders, the cities have chosen to make 
their own rules and follow an unlawful 
course of conduct.” 
In its letters to the four cities. PG and 
E said its legal counsel would take 
prompt action against each of the cities 
for payment of the full amount due for 
October electric service, plus seven per 
cent annual interest. A formal claim 
must be served on each city before such 
legal action can be started. 
PG and E contends that the U.S. 
Supreme Court has ruled that a city buy­ 
ing wholesale power from a utility “can 
claim no rate as a legal right other than 
the filed rate” established by the FPC 
and “not even a court” can authorize any 
other terms. 
PG and E said unless each city “pays 
the company as billed the company will 
pursue the remedies available to it to en­ 
force their obligation to pay for services 
rendered, including an action for breech 
of contract to recover both the amounts 
due under the FPC tariff and the seven 
per cent per annum interest allowed by 
law for such a breach of contract.” 
PG and E, reportedly told the four 
cities, “we would be willing to waive this 
interest if the city concerned pays its bill 
within 15 days.” . 
“However,” PG and E said, in its com­ 
munication to the cities, “if you persist 
in your refusal to pay for the service we 
are rendering, we will consider 
ourselves free to institute proceedings 
before the FPC for termination of the 
service." 
PG and E maintains that "Unlike 
other PG and E customers, whose 
electric rates are regulated by the 
California Public Utilities Commission, 
cities operating municipal electric 
systems and buying power from PG and 
E fall exclusively under FPC regulatory 
jurisdiction governing the rates that PG 
and E may charge them .” 


PG and E noted that “Cities’ charges 
to customers are unregulated except by 
the cities themselves.”

Baha’is have Bahaullah and 
they have Christ, Buddha and 
Muhammad. 
They also have Abraham, 
Moses and Zoroaster. 
"This is the nice thing about 
the Baha’i faith. You can 
believe in it and not hate other 
religions,” said Judy Hallberg 
of Mission Hills. 
“The Baha’i faith accepts the 
major books of all religions.” 
she continued. “You are en­ 
couraged in fact to read the Bi­ 
ble, the Koran and the other 
books.” 
There are several m ajor 
religions in the world and 
B aha'is honor all of them 
because they believe there is 
only one God and he sends a 
“ manifestation” or prophet 
every 1.000 years or so to teach 
mankind “different things for 
different times.” 
Past manifestations have 
been Christ and Buddha as well 
as all the other religious 
prophets. 
Good's manifestation for this 
day and age, according to 
Baha’is, is Bahaullah (“The 
Glory of God” ) who was bom 
on November 12, 1817 in Iran 
and was the son of a govern­ 
ment m inister. He was a 
follower of the Bab, a prophet 
of the time and herald o f the 
Baha’i faith. 
Bahaullah was persecuted 
and imprisoned for 40 years and 
died in exile on May 29, 1892. 
There are about four million 
Baha’is living all over the 
world. In Lompoc, there are 
nine Baha’i adults and their 
children. Three more Baha’is 
reside in the V andenberg 
Village-Mission Hills area. 
Baha'is in large cities pray 
and read scripture together in 
craters. In small towns such as 
Lompoc they meet in each 
others' homes. They do not 
have churches nor clergymen to 
run them if they did. 
They are without clergymen 
because “in this day and age 
man can commune directly 
with God. He doesn’t need the 
help of a th ird p a r ty ,” 
remarked Morris Sobhani. E. 
Hickory Ave., a fifth generation 
Baha'i. 
This explains why the Baha 'i 
Faith is listed under religious 
organizations in the Lompoc 
phone book instead of under 
churches. 
The local Baha’is were once 
Catholics. Protestants and 
Lutherans, or their parents 
Were, before “accepting the 
Baha'i faith.”

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O'Neil urges 
go-slow on tax 
reduction plans 


WASHINGTON (U PI) 
House Speaker Thomas P. 
O’Neill met with Jimmy Carter 
today and cautioned a go-slow 
approach to the $15 billion per­ 
manent income tax cut for 
Americans suggested by major 
business executives Thursday. 
The Massachusetts Democrat 
told reporters on emerging 
from a Blair House meeting 
with the president-elect that 
Americans have not been eager 
to pump recent tax windfalls 
back into the economy.

A plan for a $15 billion cut in 
personal income taxes and $8 
billion in job-creation and tax 
incentive programs was pre­ 
sented to Carter Thursday dur­ 
ing a meeting with 15 major 
business executives from 
around the nation. 
Several of the businessmen 
reported later that the presi­ 
dent-elect made no commit­ 
ment but seemed receptive to 
their proposal. 
Dupont Chairm an Irving 
Shapiro said ‘‘I think he 
(Carter) is doing all the right 
things now.” Ford Motor Co. 
Chairman Henry Ford agreed, 
saying the business community 
was reassured by Carter’s con­ 
cern for the economy. 
Bert Lance, scheduled to be 
the new budget director, said 
Carter told him the business­ 
men’s plan was "very similar” 
to that being recommended by 
his own advisers. 
The tax plan was developed 
by Reginald Jones, chairman of 
the board of General Electric, 
but was agreed to by all of those 
attending the meeting, ac­ 
cording to Jones and others in 
the group. 
Its base is a $15 billion perma­ 
nent tax cut for individuals, 
brought about by lowering tax 
rates and by increasing to $50 
the current $35 individual tax 
credit, which is claimed by 
each taxpayer and each depen­ 
dent. 
According to Jones, the cut 
would be weighted toward the 
lower end of the economic 
scale. Those making less than 
$20,000 a year would receive an 
average 19 per cent cut and 
those making more than $20,000 
would receive an average 4 per 
cent. 
The only d ire c t cut for 
business in the Jones plan 
would be an increase in the 
current 10 per cent investment 
tax credit to 13 per cent. This 
would amount to a $3 billion tax 
incentive. 
The investment tax credit 
allows businesses to subtract 
directly from their tax bills 10 
per cent of the cost of new plant 
and equipment. It is intended as 
a spur to capital improvement 
The plan also calls for $5 
billion in job-creating programs 
designed to provide 450,000 jobs 
and to provide training for the 
unemployed.

to the ads could lead to acciden­ 
ta l poisoning of children and 
development of a "pop-a-pill 
society. 
Attorney generals from 13 
other states joined in the peti­ 
tion. 
But the FCC said it would be 
"unreasonable and arbitrary” 
to ban otherwise lawful adver­ 
tising "in the absence of em­ 
pirical evidence to support the 
claim” that the ads lead to mis­ 
use or abuse of non-prescription 
drugs.

Irrigation water supply 
in danger if no rainfall 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - The 
attorney general’s office says 
state mental hospital doctors, 
in nearly all cases, did nothing 
wrong when they referred 
Medi-Cal patients to their own 
private practices. 
The state Departm ent of 
Health Thursday released parts 
of an attorney general’s report 
of an investigation into accusa­ 
tions by the Little Hoover Com­ 
mission that some doctors 
reaped huge profits by divert­ 
ing patients to private practices 
although they could have been 
treated at the institutions. 


The commission, in a report 
last January, said such activi­ 
ties constituted a violation of 
the department’s conflict-of- 
interest rule. 


But in its report, the office of 
A ttorney G e n era l E v elle 
Younger said most of the doc­ 
tors were providing services 
not available at state hospitals, 
such as outpatient treatment, 
and those services may have 
been needed because of physi­ 
cian shortages in the rural com­ 
munities around many of the 
hospitals. 


The report also said there 
was no evidence to show that 
anyone told the doctors about 
the department rule against 
treating Medi-Cal patients. The 
rule was adopted in 1973. 


However, the report said 
"isolated instances” of poten­ 


tially serious violations were 
found by investigators. 
As a result of the report’s 
findings, state Health Director 
Jerome Lackner Thursday an­ 
nounced a revised department 
conflict-of-interest rule. The 
revised rule, as did the 1973 
rule, prohibits outside employ­ 
ment by fulltime employes 
w ithout sp e cific w ritte n 
approval from the department. 


To assure all employes are 
aware of the rule, Lackner said, 
all department health profes­ 
sionals will be provided with a 
copy of it. 
The attorney general’s report 
said information about the 
"isolated” potential violations 
had been turned over to the 
department for a follow-up in­ 
v e stig a tio n and p o ssible 
prosecution. 
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In the unanimous action, the 
FCC added it was "unwilling to 
adopt such regulations on the 
basis of mere speculation.” It 
said there was no evidence to 
show restrictions on drug 
advertising would improve the 
situation.

SACRAMENTO (UPI) - If 
California 
suffers another 
below-normal rain year this 
season, farmers may not get all 
the water they want for irriga­ 
tion, according to a state water 
official. 
But Charles Shoemaker, as­ 
sistant director of the Depart­ 
ment of Water Resources, also 
said Thursday that Californians 
would still have enough water 
for domestic supplies in the 
event rains fall below normal 
levels 
This season, which started in 
October, is drier thus far than 
last. But state forecasters are 
not yet predicting a drought like 
last year, when the agricultural 
industry suffered $437 million in 
lo sses, m ostly to c a ttle 
ranchers. 
Looking ahead. Shoemaker 
said, long-range forecasts indi­ 
cate January may be a wet 
month, perhaps the only really 
rainy month of the winter. He is 
quick to point out, however, 
that such forecasts are not 
always reliable. 
"We are really concerned we 
may have a year that is as dry 
as last year — or even worse,” 
Shoemaker said in an inter­ 
view. "There is nothing in sight 
for a little while. 
"One problem for agricul­ 
ture.” he added, "is that we 
could have a wet spring, but 
that won’t help farmers They

Suffering the most from the 
lack of rain are farm ers, 
ranchers, ski resort operators 
and residents in Marin County, 
one of the m ost severely 
stricken areas of the state.

1.6 million acre-feet, a bit more 
than at its lowest point in 
September of 1.2 million acre 
feet. 
Folsom Reservoir is at the 
lowest level in 16 years and 
precipitation in the American 
River drainage basin is one- 
third of normal.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - A 
report on Senate expenses 
showed today that Sen. Alan 
C ranston. D-Calif., spends 
$26,105 16 a year — more than 
any other senator — to rent 
privately owned office space in 
his home state. 
Cranston originally had space 
in federal buildings in both San 
Francisco and Los Angeles but 
moved into privately owned of­ 
fices costing $1.379 a month in 
San Francisco and $796.43 a 
month in*Los Angeles. 
The senator’s administrative 
assistant. Roy Greenaway, said 
renting space from private 
owners actually "saved the 
Senate" more than $12,000 a 
year because of the high cost of 
office space in government- 
owned buildings. 
Greenaway conceded, howe­ 
ver. that there would be no sav­ 
ing to taxpayers unless the 
abandoned government office 
space was taken over by a 
federal agency paying higher 
rentals for privately owned 
space. 


Greenaway said the General 
Services 
A dm inistration’s 
charges for office space in 
federal buildings in San Fran­ 
cisco and Los Angeles had been 
"grossly unfair.” 


In Los Angeles, for instance. 
G reenaw ay said the GSA 
charged the Senate $2,065 for 
3.663 feet of parking space even 
though Cranston had only four 
employes in that office. 
A GSA breakdown indicated 
that the agency was charging 
the Senate $23,928 a year for 
space Cranston had in a federal 
building (at 450 Golden Gate 


Ave), including space that was 
not actually used by Cranston’s 
nine employes. 


The GSA charged the Senate 
$14.209 a year for office space in 
Los Angeles (at 11000 Wilshire 
Boulevard).

The striking employes cur­ 
rently earn a maximum of 
about $7 a hour. Although the 
new offer varies by region, it 
would raise the fulltime hourly 
wage by about 82 over the next 
2Vk years.

In a speech prepared for 
delivery to the Commonwealth 
Club of San Francisco, Robert 
M. Hamilton, chief of the Office 
of Earthquake Studies for the 
USGS. said: 
“Californians should not ig­ 
nore or underestim ate the 
earthquake threat. Nor should 
irrational fear of earthquakes 
be allowed to be a diversion 
from rational preparations. 


“ The impact of a great 
earthquake in regional Los 
Angeles or San Francisco would 
be enormous. Losses could 
reach thousands of lives and 
tens of billions of dollars in 
damage. 
“The inevitable earthquake 
will indeed be a disaster, but 
with study and planning, the 
losses can be greatly reduced.” 


A “great” quake is one that 
registers a magnitude of 8 or 
more on the open-ended Richter 
Scale. The last one of such size 
in the United States, measuring 
8.5, was the Alaskan quake in 
1964. 


Hamilton called attention to 
an uplift in the earth along 
California's San Andreas fault 
system and said a “slip” is oc­ 
curring along with other 
“precursor" signs of a quake. 


Noting the long period since 
the great San Francisco quake 
in 1906, he said geologic factors 
are “the basis for the belief 
that the further you are from 
the last quake, the closer you 
are to the next.”

WASHINGTON (UPI) 
Carlton 70s, régular-size filters, 
again took top honors as the 
“ safest" cigarette in the 
government’s semiannual tar 
and nicotine tests published to­ 
day. 
All of the top-ranked ciga­ 
rettes in the last report six 
months ago came out cleaner 
than ever in the latest study. 
The Federal Trade Commis­ 
sion yaid the top-rated Carlton 
tested at less than 0.5 milli­ 
grams tar and less than 0.06 
milligrams of nicotine per 
cigarette. That is even better 
than the April test which 
showed the same Carlton, then 
also ranked cleanest, with 2 mg 
Ur and 0.2 mg nicotine. 
By contrast, coming in last 
with the worst rating in both 


categories — 32 mg Ur and 2.2 
mg nicotine per cigarette — 
were Players regular size non­ 
filters in the hard pack. 
There was a tie for second 
place among four cigarettes, all 
of which weighed in with better 
ratings than the Carlton 70s had 
six months ago. 
Two of them were other 
Carltons — the king size 
menthol at 1 mg Ur and 0.1 mg 
nicotine, and the Carlton king 
size nonmenthol, also at 1 mg 
Ur and 0.1 mg nicotine. Carry­ 
ing identical ratings were the 
Now king size filter menthol in 
the hard pack and the Now king 
size filter, also hard pack. 
The Now brand has come on 
the market since the last test, 
so was not included in the April 
study. 


The top 10 in terms of lowest 
nicotine rating (but not neces­ 
sarily lowest Ur) were: King 
Sano king size menthol 0.3 mg 
nicotine (7 mg Ur); King Sano 
king size filter 0.4 mg nicotine 
(7 mg U r); True king size filter 
0.4 mg nicotine (5 mg Ur); 
True King size filter menthol, 
0.4 mg nicotine (6 mg tar); and 
Merit king size filter 0.5 mg 
nicotine (8 mg Ur). 
In all, 160 varieties of cigaret­ 
tes were tested.

LOS ANGELES (UPI) - Are 
little girls brainwashed by bat- 
talions of psychiatrisU into 
desiring a Baby Tenderlove 
doll?

Researchers “spy upon and 
trick young children” to deter­ 
mine what they like, the suit 
charged, and television ads use 
such techniques as camera 
movement, camera angles, size 
distortion and slow and fast mo­ 
tion filming to make the toys 
look good. 1710 toys are shown 
as “always and invariably ex­ 
citing and joyproducing when in 
fact they are frequently dull 
and frustrating,’’ the suit 
charged, along with being hard 
to assemble. 
The suit asked for a court 
order reform ing M attel’s 
television advertising, $6 
million in punitive damages to 
finance a non-governmental 
body to oversee television toy 
commercials, and an order 
requiring Mattel to put at least 
25 per cent of its annual $6 
million advertising budget into 
a “ protect young children 
fund.” 
The court also was asked for 
$10 million in general damages 
and $10 per plaintiff in special 
damages as restitution for the 
“ inconvenience and nuisance” 
allegedly suffered by toy 
buyers. 
Among the frauds perpetrat­ 
ed by the toy company, the con­ 
sumer groups charged, was 
referring to the rubber band 
powering a toy plane as a 
“launch mechanism.”

Knicks get Mac 
for wad of cash 


NEW YORK (UPI) - Praise the 
almighty dollar, the New York Knicks 
finally got their messiah. 
Bob McAdoo, three-time National 
Basketball Association scoring cham­ 
pion, became the newest New York 
multimillionaire Thursday night. Buffalo 
Braves’ owner Paul Snyder dealt the 6- 
foot-9, 25-year-old along with forward 
Tom McMillen to the Knicks few 33 
million and John Gianelli 
McAdoo. who couldn’t agree to a new 
contract with Snyder and would have 
become a free agent at the end of the 
year, now will be looking for a 4-or-5- 
year contract with the Knicks at about 
$500.000 per year. 


Considering that McMillen and 
Gianelli virtually cancel each other out 
as far as the Knicks are concerned, the 
trade means that McAdoo cost the 
Knicks $3 million plus another 32 million 
or so in salary, and they consider it a 
bargain. The Knicks now are also one 
over the 12-man limit and will have to 
put a player on waivers today or make 
another trade. 


"I’m excited,” said McAdoo after be­ 
ing told of the trade on the phone by his 
wife. "I’m gonna love playing with all 
the talent down there — Walt Frazier, 
Earl Monroe, Spencer Haywood and my 
old teammate Jim McMillian.” 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - In a spirit of new coopera­ 
tion among the National and American leagues in an 
attempt to mollify Congress, baseball will go back to 
Washington, D.C., in the form of a designated club, the 
Baltimore Orioles. 
The way for that — and even possibly interleague 
play — was cleared Thursday. 
"I think chances of success are quite good,” said 
commissioner Bowie Kuhn. Added American League 
president Lee MacPhail, "Obviously, from all this, 
we’re trying to reach some solution.” 
The National and American leagues paved the way 
for the return of major league play in the nation’s 
capital Thursday when they approved resolutions call­ 
ing on the Orioles to play a "suitable” number of 
games in Washington in the season after next. 
Washington has been without a club since Bob 
Short’s Senators pulled out after the 1971 season til 
become the Texas Rangers. 
Baseball has been under strong pressure to return to 
the District of Columbia because Congress is threaten­ 
ing to take away the sport’s unique exemption from 
the antitrust laws that it has enjoyed since 1922. 
After the action at Thursday’s concluding session of 
baseball’s winter meetings, Kuhn flew to Washington 
to talk to members of the House Select Committee on 


End immunity, 
urges committee 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - A special 
House Committee on Professional Sports 
was urged today to recommend the next 
Congress end baseball’s long-cherished 
immunity from federal antitrust laws. 
A staff report submitted for the com­ 
mittee’s expected approval declared 
"adequate justification does not exist for 
baseball's special exemption from the 
antitrust laws and ... its exemption 
should be removed in the context of 
overall sports antitrust reform.” 
Major league baseball has enjoyed the 
antitrust immunity since a unanimous 
Supreme Court decision in 1922 by 
Justice Oliver Wendell Holmes that it 
was basically a sport rather than a 
business enterprise. The high court has 
twice declined to overturn the decision 
but strongly suggested Congress should 
end the unique exemption by legislation. 


Ali changes 
mind again 


LAS VEGAS, Nev. ( UP I) - 
Heavyweight champion Muhammad Ali 
will not retire despite statements made 
earlier this week that $100 million could 
not get him back into the ring, a 
spokesman for the 34-year-old boxer said 
Thursday. 
Harold Conrad, representing Ali, made 
the statement at the annual convention 
of the World Boxing Council in which 
delegates from 16 nations are attending. 
Conrad told delegates Ali’s statement 
at Madison Square Garden Monday that 
he will retire was made because of 
depression over his wife’s pending 
divorce action, but that the champion 
has reconsidered and has decided to go 
back into the ring. 
The WBC had threatened to strip All of 
the title unless he signed to defend his ti­ 
tle. 
"I talked to them (WBC) so they 
wouldn’t act, so they wouldn’t vacate the 
title,” Conrad said. 
"I told them what got Ali into that blue 
funk last week. He was very disturbed 
about the divorce (from second wife 
Khalilah) and it was a mental drag on 
him. It’s all straightened out and by 
Monday he should have a half dozen of­ 
fers. 
"Someone quoted me as saying he’ll 
fight (George) Foreman in April, but I 
never said that.” 
However, Conrad said a 1977 Ali- 
Foreman title bout is inevitable. 
Foreman is considered by the WBC as 
the No. I contender for the heavyweight 


Professional Sports, headed by Bernard Sisk, D-Calif. 
In its resolution, the National League said it: 
"...believes that the most appropriate method of 
providing baseball to Washington, D.C., would be to 
have the Baltimore club play a suitable number of 
games in Washington plus other events such as a 
Presidential opener, All-Star game and exhibitions. 
"If such a plan is acceptable to all concerned, the 
Washington and Baltimore territories would be com­ 
bined for so long as the Baltimore club continued to be 
willing to serve the Washington community...” 
The American League resolution was almost worded 
exactly the same way. 
“The American League believes that the most ap­ 
propriate method of providing baseball to Washington, 
D.C., would be to have the Baltimore club play a 
suitable schedule of games in Washington plus other 
events such as a Presidential opener, an All-Star game 
and exhibitions, if such a plan is acceptable to all con­ 
cerned," its statement said. 
"We will be more than pleased to cooperate with the 
National League in attempting to develop an attrac­ 
tive baseball program for the Washington com­ 
munity.’’ 
If the Baltimore plan doesn’t work, the National 


sort of 


League said it would approve any appliestiion from an 
existing National League club to relocate in 
Washington. 
And if that doesn’t work, the National League said it 
was willing to go still another step, a concession that 
would mean interleague play. In the past, the National 
League has steadfastly been against interleague play. 
That would create two 13-team major leagues and 
National League president Charles "Chub” Feeney 
said, "Then there would be a limited amount of in­ 
terleague play. That's obvious.” 
If major league baseball does go to two 13-team 
leagues, and that’s possible, then there would be in­ 
terleague play on a limited basis rather than the 
scheduling of one team off each day to accommodate 
the two separate leagues. 
None of the moguls of baseball would reveal what 
figure a "suitable” number of games was. But Kuhn 
made it clear what Thursday’s action was about. 
"The Congress is important, the committee is im­ 
portant and political considerations are important,” 
the commissioner stated. 
"This is a very important problem. We’ve been 
working on this problem for the last five years. We feel 
we really belong in Washington and we’ll get there if 
we can find a sensible way to get there.”

Steelers hungry 
for 1 more win 


The Pittsburgh Steelers can climax the 
greatest comeback in their 43-year 
history Saturday with a victory over the 
Houston Oilers. 
The Steelers were all but eliminated 
from the playoff picture this year when 
they dropped four of their first five 
games and lost all-pro quarterback 
Terry Bradshaw to injury in that fifth 
game. 
But they regrouped behind rookie 
quarterback Mike Kruczek and began 
playing the type of defense that captured 
the previous two Super Bowls for them, 
to win eight straight games 
Pittsburgh heads into the final 
weekend of the season tied with Cincin­ 
nati and Cleveland for first place in the 
AFC Central with 9-4 records and a vic­ 
tory over the Oilers will guarantee the 
Steelers the division’s one playoff berth. 
Pittsburgh would enter postseason 
play because it has beaten Cincinnati 
twice this year and holds a scoring ad­ 
vantage over Cleveland, should the 
divisional race end in a two or three-way 
tie. 
The Bengals will advance into the 


playoffs only if they can beat the New 
York Jets and the Steelers lose; and the 
Browns can claim their first playoff 
berth since 1972 only if they beat the 
Kansas City Chiefs and both Cincinnati 
and Pittsburgh lose. 
"We re going to do it,” said Pittsburgh 
linebacker Andy Russell of his team’s 
playoff chances. "We’re a team of 
destiny. I actually looked at our schedule 
before the season started and thought 
we’d go 10-4.1 said that would be a good 
season But I never thought we’d go 1-4 
first before we got there.” 
In other games Saturday, Los Angeles 
is at Detroit and Minnesota visits Miami. 
Sunday it's Washington at Dallas, St. 
Louis at the New York Giants, Seattle at 
Philadelphia, Green Bay at Atlanta, San 
Francisco at New Orleans, Denver at 
Chicago, Buffalo at Baltimore, New 
England at Tampa Bay and San Diego at 
Oakland. 
St. Louis is tied with Washington for 
second place in the NFC East with 9-4 
records and they are the only two teams 
still in the running for the conference’s 
wild-card playoff berth.

SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - 
Because man continues to use 
coal and oil. a scientist says the 
world's climate is changing so 
that man will know the 
warmest weather in' 1,000 years 
within a quarter century. 
William A. Kellogg, of the 
National Center for Atmospher­ 
ic Research in Boulder, Colo., 
said Thursday the trend will 
help worldwide food production 
because of a “ greenhouse ef­ 
fect” in the atmosphere that 
will create a more temperate, 
rainy earth. 
Coal and oil give off carbon 
dioxide that is easily "trapped” 
in the atm osphere and 
"changes the heat balance by 
preventing infra-red radiation 
from escaping” to a higher 
level, he said. 
"By the year 2,000, tempera­ 
tures will be higher by one 
degree centigrade,” he said. 
"That is quite a bit—more than 
any increase in the last 1,000 
years. It is a whopping big 
change. The worldwide in­ 
crease of carbon dioxide is es­ 
pecially significant ” 
Kellogg said he did his 
“detective work” by piecing 
together scientific information 
from a period between 4.000 and 
8,000 years ago. when he said 
there was a parallel to the 
current warming trend. Focus­ 
ing on life 5,000 years ago. he 
said he found: 
—A global temperature in­ 
crease of just one degree cen­ 
tigrade can add 10 days to the 
growing season in temperate 
zones 
-Sub-tropical desert regions 
once supported agriculture and 
grazing. "There was more rain­ 
fall in sub-tropical areas, and 
there is a good probability those 
same rainfall patterns would 
appear again.” 
Noting current worldwide 
drou^it crises. Kellogg said 
that in history’s previous 
warming cycle. "North Africa 
was generally more suited to 
agriculture than it is now, and 
Europe was wetter.”

Workable plan 


For a number of years now 
there has been a continuing 
problem with youths attending 
Lompoc High School loitering 
and otherw ise making a 
nuisance of themselves on 
private property immediately 
across College Avenue from 
the school grounds. 
P ro p erty ow ners have 
repeatedly asked, ordered and 
begged the students to leave, 
largely to no avail. The Lom­ 
poc Police Department has 
been pestered with phone calls 
from justifiably irate citizens 
in that area, and have been un­ 
able to effectively cope with 
the problem w ithin the 
fram ew ork of the law s 
regarding trespassing and the 
like. 
School 
officials have con­ 
fronted the problem and have 
been unable to come up with a 
reasonable approach, short of 
completely closing the high 
school campus, which is an ex­ 
treme measure at best. 
Other solutions which have 
been suggested include 
erecting a fence along the 
property line which would 
ostensibly prohibit entrance to 
the property in question. The 
probable outcome of that ac­ 
tion is widely accepted to be 
the eventual defacement of the 
fence, which might be con­ 
sidered a worse problem than 
the one which presently exists. 
Private property and the 


right of the owner to protect it 
from trespassers has always 
seem ed to be of a con­ 
stitutional nature. However, 
the laws governing the protec­ 
tion of private property are 
wrapped in ambiguity to the 
extent enforcement becomes a 
very real problem. 
Thus it is with relief we 
greet the news that the police 
and school adm inistration 
have formulated a plan under 
which they hope to relieve the 
loitering problem. 
As described by Chief of 
Police Jim Smith, a meeting 
with student leaders, the high 
school administration, and the 
Lompoc Police Department is 
planned to outline the problem 
and the plan of attack, that be­ 
ing to place an officer in con­ 
cealment in the area who will 
identify each offender. In con­ 
junction with the concealed of­ 
ficer, an arrest team will be 
established which will move 
on the offenders and arrest * 
them for whatever crime they 
have been observed to commit 
by the concealed officer. 
A plan such as this has been 
needed for a number of years, 
and seems to us to be the most 
direct approach to the solu­ 
tion. We want to add our sup­ 
port to that of the property 
owners in the area and thank 
the school and police officials 
whose efforts have made this 
first step possible.

WASHINGTON — Former Vice Presi­ 
dent Spiro Agnew, convicted of income 
tax evasion in 1973, has sought a 
presidential pardon from the man who 
succeeded him, Gerald Ford. 
White House attorneys, perhaps recall­ 
ing the uproar over their boss’s pardon of 
Richard Nixon, polite­ 
ly but firmly referred 
Agnew’s lawyer to the 
Justice Department. 
Agnew’s bid for a 
pardon came shortly 
after October 10, when 
his sentence of three 
years probation ex­ 
pired. An Agnew at­ 
torney called White 
House counsel Philip 
Blichen's office. 
The conversation 
“was very low key, 
very professional.” a 
White House official 
confided. The brief 
discussion, we have 
learned, centered on 
the “receptivity” of the White House to a 
formal filing for a pardon by Agnew. 


“The reply was that there have been 
procedures established by Justice,” the 
White House official told us. “The 
request was no more than any good 
lawyer would do for his client.” 


Agnew resigned in disgrace on Oct. 10, 
1973 when he pleaded no contest to a 
single count of tax evasion. The plea, 


equivalent to a conviction, helped Agnew ■ 
avoid a messy public trial. 
At the time, the Justice Department 
filed a detailed statement which showed 
that Agnew began accepting payoffs in 
1967 when he was governor of Maryland. 
The payments continued right up to 
January, 1973, when a federal grand jury 
began investigating Agnew. 
Footnote: We can find no evidence that 
Agnew took his plea for a pardon to the 
Justice Department. His lawyer, Judah 
Best, declined comment. 
CAUTIONING CARTER - In finding 
a labor secretary. Jimmy Carter is 
caught between the two groups who 
punched through his election, the blacks 
and Big Labor. 
The Congressional Black Caucus, in a 
strongly worded private letter to Carter, 
urged him not to appoint former Ford ad­ 
ministration Labor Secretary John 
Dunlop as his own top man at Labor. 
But Big Labor cherishes Dunlop for 
resigning after President Ford welshed 
on a promise to support a pro-labor bill. 
Labor leaders, therefore, are strongly 
backing Dunlop for the job. 
The caucus asserted that Dunlop 
“ demonstrated 
insensitivity’’ 
to 
minority groups by making “no effort” 
to upgrade the Labor Department’s Of­ 
fice of Federal Contract Compliance 
The office is supposed to enforce civil 
rights laws with federal contractors. 
To select Dunlop for the Labor Depart­ 
ment job, charged the black legislators, 
would “be a signal that the new ad­ 


ministration is not to begin afresh with a 
new direction.” 
Meanwhile, in a recent court deposi­ 
tion, Mary Lepper, the former director 
of the Department erf Health, Education 
and Welfare’s higher education division, 
has also blasted Dunlop. 
She swore that Dunlop, as a Dean at 
Harvard in 1970-’73 “opposed...setting 
goals and time tables” for attracting 
more women and minority employes to 
the Ivy League school. 
Dunlop, now bade at Harvard, twice 
refused to discuss his record with us. 
“I’m a private citizen ... not a candidate 
for office,” he said. “Write ariy damn 
thing you please.” 
Footnote: In fairness to Dunlop, he 
generally received high marks as 
Secretary of Labor. 
MINERS’ FEUD - We recently 
reported that Arnold Miller, the reform- 
minded president of the United Mine 
Workers, suffers from a tarnished image 
inside the UMW. 


Miller has also been feuding with the 
union's highly-respected 
secretary- 
treasurer, Harry Patrick. Their rift has 
led to the possibility of a return to power 
by followers of former UMW boss Tony 
Boyle, who was convicted of the murder 
of a UMW leader, “Jock” Yablonski 


In a private letter to M iller, 
Washington attorney Joe Rauh, who led 
the fight tp oust Boyle from power, 
pleaded with Miller to 
meet with 
Patrick and make peace. 


“All the enemies of union democracy 
are hoping you and Harry will fight to the 
end ... Please., say you’ll meet us.” 
Despite Rauh’s plea, however, Miller 
pulled out of a meeting at the last mo­ 
ment. 
Footnote: Miller could not be reached 
for comment. 
WASHINGTON WHIRL - Big banking 
interests are lobbying to block Rep. 
Henry Ruess, R.-Wis., from continuing 
as chairman of the powerful House 
Banking committee. The pro-consumer 
Ruess has led the fight for banking 
reform. This, naturally, has not gone 
down well with the bankers. Ruess, in­ 
cidentally, comes from a banking fami­ 
ly. But between 1970 and 1973, he gave his 
entire bank stock, worth $150,000, to 
various charities. 
— Many American Indians want 
former Oklahoma Sen. Fred Harris for 
Secretary of the Interior, which oversees 
Indian affairs. They are organising a 
“draft” for Harris, who has led the fight 
for Indian rights and whose wife LaDon- 
na is a Comanche. A formal petition is 
being sent to President-elect Jimmy 
Carter promoting Harris for the post. 
— For a few days in August, it looked 
as if the Martin Luther King murder 
case would be even further complicated 
An urgent, internal Justice Department 
memo went out to section chiefs stating 
“Classified Files ... pertaining to (King) 
are missing ...” But it turned out the 
“purloined papers” had only been mis­ 
placed in Justice’s Criminal Division.

Three weeks ago, the General As­ 
sembly of the United Nations ground out 
a routine denunciation of Chile, listing 
eight human rights denied there to 
Chilean citizens. The rebuke was spon­ 
sored by several dozen nations, including 
such exemplary guardians of civil liberty 
as Algeria, Cuba. East Germany, 
Mongolia. Mozambique, Yugoslavia, and 
Mali. “Oh Geordie, 
jingling Geordie, it 
was grand to hear the 
Baby Charles laying 
down the guilt of dis- 
s im u la t io n , 
and 
Steenie lecturing on 
the turpitude of incon­ 
tinence!” Nobody has 
improved on Charles 
Kingsley’s scornful 
d is m is s a l 
of 
hypocrisy. 
But the hypocrisy of 
the United Nations is 
no more remarkable 
than a birthmark. It 
did happen, though, 
that within a week the 
Chilean junta issued a 
remarkable and highly welcomed 
proclamation. Chile announced that, 
forthwith, it would release all its 
“detainees” except for 18, who would be 
released only under specified conditions. 
Here is what all this means, and what the 
fascinating conditions are: 
Although it is impossible to arrive at 
exact figures, it would appear that there 
are about 1,000 Chileans in jail for 
crimes or alleged crimes that can be 
construed as political. For instance, if 
during the uprising of September 1973 
you grabbed a gun and shot one of the 
people demonstrating against Allende, 
that can be construed as a political 
crime, though on a slightly different 
level from the crime of, say, publishing 
seditious pamphlets. 
Now the junta said that 606 of its 
political prisoners have been tried, found 
guilty, and are serving terms for con­ 
crete criminal acts, never mind if the 
governing passions were political. Of the 
balance, half are under indictment, 
scheduled for trial. The other half are 
the so-called “detainees.” It is these that 
Chile has released, and should be ap­ 
plauded for doing so. Unhappily, there is 
a greater appetite to find something in 
Chile to criticize (and there is plenty), 
than to applaud, even signs of the 
liberalization of Chilean life. Some of the 
unhappiest people I know are those who 
are witnessing the democratization of 
Spain. They loved it best during all those 
years when they could rail against 
Franco, and pass around Spanish refugee 
collection plates. So here is a round of 
applause for Pinochet, plus the reminder 


that he has a way yet to go. 
Now concerning the 18 remaining 
detainees. Pinochet has come up with a 
remarkable ploy. He will trade the 
liberty of his Communists few* the liberty 
of individual “detainees” in the Soviet 
Union and Cuba, and right away he listed 
two: Luis Corvalan, the Al Capone of the 
Chilean Communist set, Pinochet will 
trade off for Vladimir Bukovsky, a dissi­ 
dent intellectual whose victimization the 
Sakharov Committee in Copenhagen has 
been deploring for a long time. And for 
Jorge Montes, another high-ranking 
Communist. Pinochet desires the libera­ 
tion of Huberto Matos, who has been 15 
years in jail in Cuba, having been 


sentenced by Havana’s John Sirica. 
Neither the government of the Soviet 
Union nor the government of Cuba — 
both of which exercised themselves at 
great length at the United Nations in Oc­ 
tober 1973 when it was thought that Cor- 
valan’s life was in danger — have been 
heard from. 
Now the idea of the hosUge is not ap­ 
pealing, viewed in the abstract. A man’s 
liberty ought not to depend on the dis­ 
position of third parties. But both Cor­ 
valan and Montes, inasmuch as they are 
Communists in good standing, were in­ 
volved in crimes against the liberty of 
the Chilean people, and no doubt could be 
brought to trial and sentenced to life 


terms in prison By contrast, Bukovsky 
and Matos fought, non-violently, for 
human freedom. 
Who else than Pinochet is putting pres­ 
sure on the Cubans and the Soviet Union 
to perform humane acts? Why don’t our 
diplomats in the United Nations take up 
the Chilean proposal and run with it? 
Surely it is a natural for Amnesty Inter­ 
national. which on the whole is impar­ 
tially concerned to relieve prisoners of 
conscience? Pinochet has come up with a 
remarkable idea, an outgrowth of a 
proposal first made in 1974, but largely 
ignored. Perhaps Mr. Kissinger can be 
persuaded to endorse the proposal before 
leaving office.

Earl. Jr. 
It is not even known 
whether or not he will 
take the oath of office 
by the name of Jim­ 
my. 
Legal experts are 
pondering the ques­ 
tion. 
The decision is of 
primary interest to 
editors and reporters 
as to how they will 
refer to Carter in news stories and 
headlines after he becomes President, 
Precedent, and perhaps the law, are on 
the side of the formal name 
Presidents have traditionally used 
their full names at their inaugurations 
and in signing official documents. 
As far as Carter is concerned, his own 
preference is very clear. He used Jimmy 
as a state legislator and after being 
elected governor of Georgia he signed 
laws that way. 
In all of the presidential primary elec­ 
tions and in the general election his 
name on ballots was Jimmy Carter. 
From the first days, even to his detrac­ 
tors, it was "Jimmy who?”

It is the name by which he is known to 
millions of people in America and around 
the world. 
But the Carter staff says the legal 
requirements must be examined before a 
decision is made. The president-elect 
must determine that his signature has 
full legal effect. 
Should the legal experts determine 
that Jimmy is out, perhaps the only thing 
left for the President to do would be to 
legally petition for a change of first 
name 
Regardless of what the legal experts 
say, however, we are betting that most 
of the nation’s newspapers will always 
refer to him as President Jimmy Carter.
